ORDERS 

New Delhi, the 13th September 1968 

S-O. 3285.—Whereas the Central Government is satisfied that in the public 
interest it Is necessary to make the following order: 

Now, therefore. In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of 
section 3 of the Essential Services Maintenance Ordinance, 1908 (9 of 1968), the 
Central Government hereby prohibits strikes in the following essential services, 
namely:— 

(1) any postal, telegraph or telephone service; 

(ii) any railway service or any other transport service for the carriage of pas¬ 
sengers or goods by land, water or air; 

(ill) any service connected with the operation or maintenance of aerodromes, 
or with the operation, repair or maintenance of aircraft; 

(lv) any service connected with the clearance of goods or passengers through 
the customs or with the prevention of smuggling; 

(v) any service In any mint or security press; 

(vi) any service in any defence establishment of the Government of India; 

(vii) any service in connection with the affairs of the Union not being a 

service specified in any of the foregoing clauses.

Now, therefore, In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-clause (lx) of 
clause (a) of sub-section (1) of section 2 of the Essential Services Maintenance 
Ordinance, 1908 (9 of 1968), the Central Government, being of opinion That strikes 
in any service connected with the supply of elefi rlcal energy lb die Public be 
the State Government or by any other licencee Under the Indian Electricity Act, 
1910 (6 of 1910) or with the generation, Storage of transmission at electrical 
energy to t the purposes of such supply Wftuld result in the Infliction of grave 
hardship on the community, hereby declares every such service to IM tin essential 
service for the purposed of the said Ordinance.

8.0. 3287.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub section (1) of section 3 
o£ the Essential Services Maintenance Ordinance 1968 (9 of 1968), the Central 
Government hereby prohibits strikes In any service connected with the supply of 
electrical energy to the public by-the State Government or by any other licences 
under the Indian Electricity Act 19\0 (9 of 1910), or with the generation, storage or 
transmission of electrical energy for the purpose of such supply, declared by noti¬ 
fication of the Government bt India,- Ministry &f Homfe Affairs, s o. 3286, dated 13th 
of September 1968, to be an essential service far the purposes of the said Ordinance.
